ports to the board this week that 
the damsite is safe, and that poor 
geological 
information

this site had been furnished tho 
board in the past. 


There is no reason to fear this 


site as one upon which to build a 
largo dam, they said, in separate re- 
ports. Mr. Safley takes issue with 
a number of experts who passed up- 
on the site recently, and says: <"As 
a result of my inspection of the San 
Gabriel damsite at the forks of the 
river, I am confident that a satis- 
factory foundation can be found 
that will support the high dam with 
perfect safety." 


Mr. Safley believes that the dam 


can be built for $25,000,000, and 
takes sharp issue with a former 
board of geologists who reported 
that

site, is riqt in any way alarming, he 
said. Small gouges (a sort of clay) 
found in seams do not extend to any 
great depth, and are local in char- 
acter. The presence of these seams 
does not affect the stability of the 
dam. It would be an easy matter to 
prevent leakage thru these seams by 
filling' the <'seams with concrete, if 
this ;were found necessary. 
' The .engineer believes that even 
with, the added excavation necessary 
to build the dam, an estimate of 
1,200,000 cubic yards instead of the 
original 675,000 cubic yards, tho 
dam can be built within the amount 
of money available in the bond issue. 
He estimates that $3,750,000 has 
been spent on the dam so far, and 
advocates that work be resumed and 
the dam completed. 


Prof. Lawson, in his separate re- 


port, characterizes the project as 
"absolutely safe." 


"There is nothing to fear from a 


failure of the underlying rock to 


^support the dam," he says. "The 
\ possibility of an earth movement 
beneath the dam is as remote as that 
lightning will strike you as you sit 
listening to the reading of this re- 
port," he told the board. 


That the present engineer, E. C. 


Eaton, was unfortunate in the geo- 
logical advice he received was. one 
statement in the report. The chief 
engineer erred on" the side of excess 
of caution, Prof. Lawson believes. 


Prof. Lawson made a favorable re- 


port on the damsite in 1925. He said 
that his recent, investigations did 
not warrant any material change in 
his belief that the damsite was 
everything that it should be. The 
bedrock beneath the proposed dam 
will sustain a pressure of 6,000 
pounds to the square inch, he said. 
> One of the statements made by 
the geologist was that "there is no 
rook that is free from faults," and

pero Serra, who, in 1769", seven yeara 
before the beginning of the Revolu- 
tionary war, started the first mission 
at San Diego. 


Traeger spoke of the Spanish flag, 


the first to float over this country, 
to be succeeded by the flag of Mex- 
ico, at the time of its separation 
from Spain, and of the first indepen- 
dent flag, with the insignia of the 
bear, raised by a band of Americans 
on June 14, 1846, with the declara- 
tion that California was a free 
state. After two years of struggle, 
Mexico gave up her claim' to the 
territory and the flag held sway un- 
til the admittance of California into 
the Union, on September 9, 1P50. 


Also interesting was the attempt 


of the Bussians to colonize Sonoma 
county, the declaration of the com- 
mander of the* expedition, Eesinoff, 
that the coast belonged to Bussia, 
his romance with the daughter of a 
Spanish commandante, and his re- 
turn to Russia to get the sanction of 
the Czar to the acquisition as well 
as to his marriage with the beautiful 
Conchita. 
The death of -Besinoff, 


caused by the fall from a horse while 
crossing the Siberian desert on his 
return to his native land, closed the 
incident and ended for all time any 
attempt of Bussia to colonize the 
California coast. Buins of the old 
fort are still to be seen, and the Rus- 
sian river perpetuates the story.

FIRE-FIGHTERS SAVE 


PACKING PLANT OF 


CITRUS ASSOCIATION 


Covina s Largest Orange House Menaced 


When Material Shed Burns—One Man 


Injured—Seven Autos Destroyed 


For about fifteen minutes on Wednesday afternoon, the Co- 


vhw Citrus association packinghouse and contents, valued at 
more than $100,000, wore threatened with destruction by fire 
that originated in a material shed within 25 feet of the 
plant, and it was the exceptional performance of the Covina 
fire department that prevented a heavy loss. 


One workman, Horace Welch, was*—< 


badly burned about the face and 
arms, and was taken to the Covina 
hospital. Seven automobiles, all be- 
longing to the packing force, were 
destroyed. 


Several tons of briquets, stored in 


the shed, gave the fire spectacular 
headway, aided by hay and box 
shook stored in the loft. The shed 
and contents were totally destroyed, 
and the fire was well communicated 
with the shed attached to the main 
building before the firemen got it 
under control. The packing house 
contained the tag-end harvest of val- 
encias, and some of these were ren- 
dered unmarketable, and the build- 
ing suffered damage from fire and 
water. The main building, however, 
which has an exterior of hollow tile, 
was not damaged to any extent, al- 
tho the fire penetrated to it at one 
time.

Citrus Soil Analysis 


Urged by Chemist 


By R. R. SNOWBEN 


The future of the orange grower 


s not determined by chance, acci- 
lent, nor fate, but is largely in the 
rower's own hands. 
He is prepared against frost by 


artificial 
heating; 
against 
insect 


pests by spraying and fumigating; 
and he can supply his soil needs thru 
he agency of the fertilizer sales- 
man. 


But when it comes . to knowing 


WHAT plant foods his trees need, 
le is utterly at sea. So not know- 
ng what to put on, he puts on 
EVERYTHING, so as to be sure of 
jetting the right one. 


Some of these growers may incline 


;o economy and leave out one or 
nore of the plant foods, and it may 
30 potash, for instance, since it is 
aid that all California soils are rich 
n potash. And we all know this to 
be true, but this store of potash is 
chiefly in the rock particles ..under 
one-twcnty-flfth inch diameter, and 
?very intelligent grower knows that 
•he feeding roots cannot extract any 
}lant foods from these rocks, but 
lepend entirely on those contained 
n the fine material between the 
rock particles. 


The 
official method of analysis 


which is used by all the colleges, uni- 
versities and experiment stations, re- 
duces these rocks to "an impalpable 
powder," and fuse with soda to a 
clear fluid. The plant foods found in 
this clear solution of the rocks is 
what they report the soil to contain 
of the minerals, and these are what 
are intended for use for all time to 
como. 


The only soil analysis that is 


worth anything to the grower is 
that which shows what the trees 
can use now; for the official method 
may, and 
often 
does, report an 


abundance of plant foods when the 
;rees are actually starving for any 
one or more of them. 


I have found soils in many dis- 


;ricts in southern California with 
aut few traces, of potash available 
to plants' use when determined by 
proper methods, and when 
these 


were supplied the response has been 
gratifying.

Out of all this labored attempt to prove that business 


is good in the IJnited States, and the equally labored at- 
tempts to disprove it, there is a middle ground of truth. 
The average man can reach that truth, and probably has 
done so, to his own satisfaction. 


The United States is going thru a period of sharp re- 


adjustment in values. Evei-ything that we own is seeking 


. a lower level of value, not because it is less valuable than 


formerly, (except for natural obsolescence) but because it 
has been fictitiously valued up to now. Whatever it may 
be that we own, it is not worth, and never was worth, its 
market valuation. We can get little satisfaction from a 
fictitious value. Because of the enormous resources of this 


• country, we are able to maintain a false valuation for a 


longer period than any nation, but the adjustment is now 
in progress, and it is going to be as salutary and as bene- 
ficial as a good dose of castor oil. Hard to take, beneficial 
in results. 


A' speaker in Covina last week spent the most of his 


time comparing Los Angeles city values of twenty-five 
years ago with today. His idea seemed to be that these 
values could be kept going up forever—that the sky is the 
limit. And this, in the face of the fact that real estate 
values are frozen at present, not only here, but all over 
the country, because they reached the peak of income valu- 
ation long ago. 


The value of income-bearing property should be based 


exactly on the income that it returns, not on the ability 
of groups of manipulators to pyramid its value. What the 
property earns is concrete and calculable. What somebody 
says it is going to earn is another thing. All over the coun- 
try, real property is going thru an adjustment downward, 
and tne country will be the healthier when the water has 
been squeezed out, and property-owners and investors will 
be on a franker and more equitable basis. To paraphrase * 
Lincoln, we can fool ourselves some of the time, and fool 


e of the time, but we. can't fool ourselves.and 
f the time. 


Bank clearings and big corporation statements no longer 


serve as a correct criterion of a country's prosperity, or 
the lack of it. Prosperity permeation ig the only real 
method of knowing whether or not a country is prosperous. 
There never was a time for many years when the 
average man had more and at the same time was poorer 
than he is today. There has been a remarkable commodity 
permeation into every American home, but the average fam- 
ily is actually more dependent and financially more \in- 
stable than at any time in recent years. This is the reason 
why the country as a whole is just now looking a bit fear- 
fully into the future. The facts are that the vast amount 
of commodities, including contract homes, radios, washing 
machines, automobiles, and innumerable things that peo- 
ple buy, are not investments in any sense of the word. They 
are ol: olete or worn out to a large degree at the time that 
full ownership is acquired, and therefore cannot be consid- 
ered as property at any time. They are of no value at the 
bank. They do not constitute property any more than a 
meal of victuals that has been eaten is property. The food 
serves a need, and so do automobiles and washing machines, 
but the value is transitory, not permanent. 


Most statistics on values in America are false, because 


based on the contract or selling price. Fifty per cent of 
the 'quoted value has never been existent, and fifteen per 
cent of the fifty per cent is lost immediately that the trans- 
action takes place. These various commodities that we buy 
are not so much owned by us as that we are owned by them. 


What we need—and it looks as if we are going to get 


it—is a return to actual valuations, or something approxi- 
mating it. The reason why historians speak of the period 
between 1840 and 1850 as "the splendid forties," is that 
business was saner, property was .real property, resulting 
in an ease of mind, of real leisure, when a dollar and a 
quarter a day meant real comfort for the laborer, because- 
the money bot himi more than five dollars does today. 


We have been transacting business with stage money for 


a long time, and facing each other with Hallowe'en false 


, faces. There is something symbolical in the fact that the 


dollar bill has recently been made smaller in size. In order 
to be in keeping with its actual value its size should in 
reality have been cut at least in half. We didn't need a 
small-sized dollar bill. What we needed, and continue to 
need, is a dollar with one hundred actual cents in it.

Perhaps we can't all plant trees, and in southern Cali- 


fornia it is foolish to plant them unless the water supply 
has been arranged for in advance. But we can plant flow- 
ers. It is surprising .what a value flowers possess in dollars 
and cents, if for nothing else. Orange groves will grow 
more oranges with a fine rose hedge as a border—did you 
know that? Not that the roses aid the orange trees, but 
they aid the owner. He has a greater pride in his grove. 
He treats it better, and it responds better. That's the prac- 
tical value of aestheticism. 


Plant more flowers this year during the rainy period. 


Plant poppies, if nothing else—broadcast them along the 
roadsides. 
Handfuls of poppy seed cast on the moist 


ground will bring s. reward for many years in a glowing 
fire of beauty that is yours because you caused it, and 
everybody's because.beauty is owned by all. Plant flowers 
—plant poppies this year, and reap a harvest of loveliness.

Olmstcad, formerly city engineer of 
Los Angeles, advocated the building 
of a series of check dams instead of 
one high dam. He estimated that it 
would be fifteen or twenty years be- 
fore any Colorado river water would 
be available in Los Angeles county, 
and urged that every step be taken 
to conserve all water in our canyon 
streams. In speaking of the Pacoima 
dam in the San Fernando valley, he 
said that $50,000 spent in check 
dams would have been far more 
beneficial than the building of the 
highest dam in the world at an enor- 
mous expense.
